I  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1953. 

The  Report  is  given  in  its  usual  form.  In  the  first  part  of  the 
,  Report,  sections  dealing  with  STAFF,  STATISTICS,  HEALTH 
[  SERVICES,  and  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  are  combined  to  show 
|  particulars  both  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  and  for  each  District.  In 
:  the  second  part  of  the  Report,  separate  sections  are  given  for  each  of 
:  the  five  Districts  dealing  with  the  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
j  of  the  District,  HOUSING  and  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION 
S  OF  FOOD.  Separate  reports  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  not 
i  given,  but  the  record  of  their  work  is  incorporated  in  the  Report. 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  for  the  Joint 
Health  Area  for  mid-1953  is  100,555,  which  is  an  increase  of  852 
from  mid-1952.  The  figures  for  each  District  are  given  on  Page  10, 
i  together  with  the  estimated  population  for  the  previous  year;  it  will 
!  be  noted  that  the  population  in  each  District  has  increased. 

The  BIRTH  RATE  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  was  14-2  compared 
with  14-3  for  the  Area  in  1952  and  15  5  for  England  and  Wales  in 
i  1953. 

The  DEATH  RATE  for  the  Joint  Area  was  11-6,  whereas  that  for 
England  and  Wales  was  114;  in  1952  the  Death  Rate  in  the  Joint 
Area  wets  12 T. 
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In  the  table  of  Statistics  on  Page  11,  in  addition  to  the  Crude  Birth 
and  Death  Rates  for  the  individual  Districts,  the  adjusted  Birth  and 
Death  Rates  are  also  shown.  These  adjusted  Rates  are  obtained  by 
mutiplying  the  Crude  Rates  by  the  Comparability  Factors  for  the 
individual  Districts  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General;  this  Factor 
makes  allowances  for  the  different  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the 
population  in  a  particular  District  and  so  allows  the  Rates  better  to 
be  compared  with  one  another. 

The  INFANT  MORTALITY  RATE  for  the  Area  was  16-8  compared 
with  28-8  for  England  and  Wales. 

One  MATERNAL  DEATH  occurred  in  the  Area  during  the  year. 


Infectious  Disease. 

The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  are  shown  for 
each  District  on  Pages  16  to  18.  No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were 
notified.  One  death  occurred  from  measles  but  no  deaths  from  scarlet 
fever  or  whoceing  cough. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

During  the  year,  7  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis  were  notified;  no 
deaths  occurred.  In  three  of  the  cases,  no  paralysis  developed.  The 
age  distribution  wTas  as  follows: —

Tuberculosis. 

In  1953,  61  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  8  new  cases 
of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  compared  with  67 
pulmonary  and  24  non-pulmonary  in  1952.  During  the  year  there 
were  13  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  1  from  non- 
pulmonary  compared  with  14  deaths  from  pulmonary  and  2  from 
non-pulmonary  in  1952. 

The  figures  for  individual  Districts  are  given  on  Page  19. 
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I  Food  Poisoning. 

Seven  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  in  the  Joint  Area  during 
I  the  year.  Particulars  are  given  for  each  District  as  shown  in  the 
Index. 

]  Food  Hygiene. 

Details  of  educational  work  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
and  structural  improvements  to  food  premises  are  noted  in  the 
Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food  sections  of  the  individual  Districts. 


The  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949:  Section  29.  (Under  this 
section  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  may  prohibit  milk  from  being 
used  for  human  consumption  or  require  if  to  be  treated  before 
being  used,  if  this  appears  to  him  to  be  necessary  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  disease.) 

No  action  was  necessary  under  this  section  during  the  year. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948:  Section  47.  Removal  to  suitable 
premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

During  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  apply  for  only  one  Order  under 
this  section.  This  was  in  respect  of  a  woman  aged  76  years  living  in 
the  Sevenoaks  Urban  District.  Her  removal  to  hospital  was  necessary 
because  of  the  condition  from  which  she  was  suffering  and  the  im¬ 
possibility  of  securing  adequate  care  and  attention  in  the  small  house 
in  which  she  and  her  elderly  husband  lived.  The’  Order  was  made 
under  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951,  for  three 
weeks  on  12th  February,  1953.  She  was  removed  to  a  General 
Hospital  where  she  died  on  the  21st  February,  1953.

During  the  year  the  general  standard  in  cafes,  restaurants  and 
canteens  was  well  maintained.

The  standard  of  hygiene  in  Cafes,  Restaurants,  Hotels,  etc.,  has 
been  very  well  maintained  throughout  the  year.  Special  attention  has 
been  given  to  the  question  of  protecting  food  from  flies,  particularly 
during  the  preparation  stages  and  storage  during  the  period  other 
than  when  the  premises  were  open  for  the  sale  of  food. 

The  procedure  of  testing  the  temperature  of  washing-up  waters  in 
these  premises  has  continued  and  this  method  has  the  effect  of 
keeping  the  staff  in  kitchens  on  the  alert. 


There  are  only  one  or  two  Restaurants  where  some  structural 
alterations  would  considerably  assist  (where  it  can  be  carried  out), 
especially  where  full  catering  is  carried  on,  but  the  original  intentions 
of  these  premises  were  for  the  sale  of  light  refreshments  and  teas. 
These  are  being  kept  in  the  forefront  for  further  discussion  with  the 
proprietors. 


All  the  Licensed  Premises  in  the  town  have  been  visited  during  the 
year.  Hot  water  for  cleansing  in  Bars,  together  with  drainage,  and 
sanitary  accommodation  for  both  sexes  are  provided  and  a  very  good 
standard  of  hygiene  has  been  observed. 


Bakehouses  have  been  maintained  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition 
during  the  year  and  the  sale  of  wrapped  bread  appears  to  be  on  the 
increase. 


The  premises  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  preserved  food 
have  been  very  well  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

A  large  fish  shop  has  been  thoroughly  reconditioned.  Impervious 
walls  and  floors  have  been  provided  so  that  the  whole  of  the  interior 
of  the  premises  can  be  easily  cleansed.  The  shop  front  has  been  closed 
with  the  exception  of  the  entrance  door.  This  is  an  improvement,  as 
dust  is  kept  out  of  the  premises  which  immediately  abut  on  to  the 
highway.

Informal  action  was  taken  to  improve  the  structural  condition  of 
i  two  roadside  cafes  and  one  hotel  kitchen  and  works  of  improvement 
were  completed  before  the  end  of  the  year.

:  facilities.  The  standard  of  bakehouses  is  generally  high. 

One  new  registration  under  Section  14,  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  was 
made  during  the  year,  the  premises  being  used  for  the  manufacture 
of  sausages  and  meat  pickling.  Informal  action  taken  required  the 
owner  to  make  the  room  structurally  suitable  for  the  purpose. 
Another  large  premises  is  being  adapted  for  the  manufacture  of 
!  sausages  and  processing  bacon  on  a  large  scale.  Structural  works  in 
this  case  are  substantial  and  are  expected  to  be  completed  in  1954. 

Two  grocers  premises  were  structurally  altered  to  improve  walls 
and  floor  surfaces  and  additional  light  and  ventilation  provided. 

All  mobile  food  vans  encountered  were  inspected  and  found  to  be 
well  equipped  for  the  type  of  food  handled.  Food  stalls  continued  to 
operate  during  the  hop-picking  season  and  were  well  managed  and 
clean.  Food  retailed  in  these  cases  is  mostly  wrapped. 
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No  faults  were  found  at  the  Canning  Factory  in  the  District  and  a 
high  standard  of  cleanliness  and  hygiene  is  maintained. 

The  practice  of  educating  food  handlers  at  their  particular  premises 
has  been  continued  and  this  method  has  been  found  to  be  the  most 
expedient  in  the  Rural  District.  A  series  of  lectures  on  food  hygiene 
were  given  in  three  parishes  to  members  of  the  Welfare  Section  of 
Civil  Defence  Corps.

5,  'Disinfestation. 

Twenty-four  premises  were  visited  in  connection  with  infestations, 
as  follows:  bugs  1,  bugs  and  fleas  2,  cockroaches  2,  cockroaches  and 
ants  1,  wasps  7,  fleas  6,  woodworm  3,  clover  mite  2. 

The  two  premises  infested  with  clover  mites,  Preyobia  Proetiosa, 
were  post-war  council  houses  and  the  insects  appeared  to  originate 
from  the  grassed  area  in  front  of  the  houses. 

The  bug  and  flea  infestations  were  cleared  by  residual  spraying. 
Gammaxane  powder  was  used  successfully  against  cockroaches  and 
ants,  and  clover  mite.  It  was  found  that  “  Cymag,”  or  gammaxane 
powder,  cleared  the  wasp  infestations  and,  where  possible,  nests  were 
removed.  Woodworm  was  treated  by  twice  spraying  in  late  Spring 
with  proprietary  woodworm  spray  and  this  treatment  is  to  be  repeated 
this  year.
